FOR  centuries  the  organ  has  been  inseparably  associated  with 
religious  service  ; likewise  has  composition  for  the  organ  always 
exhibited  the  influence  of  ecclesiastical  forms.  In  Italy  and 
France,  from  the  time  of  Frescobaldi  to  the  present  day,  the  Plainsong 
of  the  Roman  liturgy  has  furnished  the  text  of  much  of  the  organ 
composition  ; in  Protestant  Germany  the  Lutheran  Chorale  has  strong- 
ly characterized  the  national  school  of  organ  writing,  from  Pachelbel 
to  the  contemporary  Reger. 

The  present  program  contains  four  compositions  based  upon  or 
deriving  their  name  from  the  Chorale.  The  first,  by  Bach,  is  a 
veritable  tone-poem,  in  which  the  serenity  and  beauty  of  the  text  and 
melody  are  given  remarkable  expression  in  contrapuntal  treatment. 
The  second,  by  Mendelssohn,  a more  conventional  setting  in  variation 
form,  with  closing  fugue.  The  second  movement  of  the  symphony 
by  Widor  provides  the  third  example,  although  it  is  a chorale  in 
name  only  ; the  theme  being  Gregorian  and  the  treatment  quite 
different  from  that  associated  with  the  Lutheran  type  of  melody. 
Fourth,  in  the  work  by  Cesar  Franck,  the  chorale  melody  is  of  the 
composer’s  invention,  resembling  the  Lutheran  form  only  in  the  even 
value  of  the  notes  ; the  subsequent  development  and  harmonic  treat- 
ment are  quite  characteristic  of  the  author. 

The  Symphonie  Romane  or  Romanesque  Symphony,  like  its  im- 
mediate predecessor  the  Gothic  Symphony , is  founded  upon  a plainsong 
melody.  As  the  theme  and  style  of  development  of  the  earlier  work 
inspired  the  thought  of  Gothic  architecture,  so  the  melody  chosen  for 
the  Symphonie  Romane  suggests  in  its  flowing  lines  the  characteristics 
of  the  Romanesque. 

In  the  cathedrals  and  the  more  important  churches  of  France 
the  organ  is  accorded  a position  of  particular  honor.  Relieved  of 
the  burden  of  accompaniment,  it  is  used  exclusively  as  a solo  in- 
strument, and  the  organist  is  thereby  enabled  to  devote  himself  wholly 
to  the  development  of  his  chosen  instrument.  Especially  has  the  art 
of  improvisation  been  brought  to  a universally  high  degree  of  excel- 
lence ; so  that  proficiency  in  it  has  become  a sine  qua  non  of  the 
French  organist. 

Each  of  the  three  movements  of  the  Symphonie  Romane  to  be 
played  this  evening  bears  not  a little  resemblance  to  one  of  various 
types  of  contemporary  improvisation  in  France  upon  melodies  of  the 
Church.  The  melody  upon  which  the  symphony  is  founded  is  that 
of  the  Gradual  for  Easter-Day  : Haec  dies  exultemus.
